curious coincidence. These maps are drawn 
daily. They give the temperature, sensible 
temperature, barometric conditions, wind 
velocity and rainfall for each point where 
there is a government bureau. 

Then lnes are drawn passiag through 
points of equal pressure, and equal tem- 
perature. 

The line surrounding the area of tem- 
perature in which St. Louis is forms a 
skeleton map of Africa. Starting just south 
of Memphis it runs gently to the Northeast, 
through Indianapolis, curves to the North- 
west, through Chicago, then Milwaukee, 
then down around to the Southwest, 
throurh Dubuque and Kansas City and then 
curving in through Springfield, Mo., com- 
— the enclosure again south of Mem- 
phis. 

The likeness to the outline of the Dark 
Continent is mosta&triking. 

St. Louis is the hottest point within it, 
and is just about the center, where the 
equatorial line cuts Africa in twain. 


FATAL HEAT PROSTRATIONS. 


Deaths Still Continue From the Sun’s 
Murdegpous Rays. 


There has been no cessation in the num- 
ber of heat prostrations reported at the 


fCity Hospital. All day Friday and far into 


the night the ambulances deposited their 


burdens at the hospital in a steady stream. 
As on the previous day the cases are all 
severe. The Hospital is becoming over- 
crowded, owing to the constant influx of 
patients, and the physicians are finding it 
difficult now to care for them. Dr. Sutter 
says the heat cases are not dismissed as 
soon as they have recovered, unless they 
have a home to go to, for fear of a second 
attack, which would likely prove fatal. 
Four deaths were reported at the hos- 
pital from the heat Friday night. They are: 
Arthur King, a malaria fever patient. He

UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN WEY- 
LER AND REBEL LEADERS. 


ARRIVAL OF EMISSARIES. 


A Rumor Started at Key West Not 
Wholly Credited by Local 
Revolutionists. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Key West, Fla., says: 

It is openly declared here that Capt.-Gen. 
Weyler pas reached an understanding with 
the chiéf insurgent leaders and that ne- 
gotiations will be begun with a view to 
the cessation of hostilities in Cuba upon 
terms satisfactory to all concerned. It is 
also stated here that the Captain-General 
Mand his deputy commanders have held a 
conference in relation to this important 


movement. 

The authors of these striking declarations 
say that the truth of their reports is estab- 
lished by the fact that within the last few 
days many influential emissaries have ar- 
rived here and at other points in the United 
States from Cuba bearing important dis- 

atches to the Cuban Junta in. New York. 
— of the sympathizers in dhe revolution- 
ary cause admit that these dispatches may 
contain references to à possible truce, but 
they are not inclined to talk freely on the 
subject. 

Other surmises which have arisen, owing 
to the arrival of the Cuban envoys, are to 
the effect that insurgents are at this time 
dispatching messages to the United States, 
urging immediate aid in the way of arms 
— rern of which they are sorely in 
need. 

By far the greater importance, however, 
is attached here to the report that a truce 
is likely to occur soon in the island 

Ernesto Castro and Jose Roselle, picked 
up by the pilot boat Jewett and brought here 
last night, are still held by the health au- 
| thorities, despite the efforts of their friends 
to have them released. Habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were held to-day, however, and 
the men may be released to-morrow. 

The apparent anxiety and unusual efforts 
made to secure the release of the two 
Cubans detained, in order to enable them 
to proceed to New York, are evidences of 
the importance of their mission to the 
United States. I have been assured by a 
person in a position to know that their ar- 
rival was telegraphed to the Junta in 
New York. on n 
dispatches that they brought er - 
trusted tc a messenger the same night. 

Some prominent local members of the 
Cuban revolutionary party ridicule the 
reports ascribed to the presence in this 
country of emissaries from the rebels. 
Recent wholesale arrests in Havana and 
elsewhere of insurgent agents, together 
with the capture of emissaries bearing dis- 
patches from the field, they state, has tem- 
porarily interrupted the former means of 
sending messages, and they have been com- 
pelled to resort to dispatching them direct 
from the coasts.

FLED FROM CUBA. 


Gen. Lucret’s Sister and Son Arrive in 
New York. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—Among the passen- 
gers on board the Ward Line steamer Niag- 


ara, which reached this — to-day from 
Santlago de Cuba, were the sister and son 
of Gen. Lucret, of the insurgent army. 
They were obliged to leave the island for 
their own safety, and with the greatest 
difficulty managed to reach the steamer at 
Santiago from a small boat. They went 
on board with a number of persons who 
were bidding adieu to friends, and were 
se@reted in one of the state rooms until 
after the steamer left the harbor. 

Gen. Lucret, with a force of insurgent 
troops, had inflicted considerable damage 
to the Spanish lines of transportation, in 
which the use of dynamite played a very 
important part. Much railway property 
and bridges have been destroyed in this 
manner. In consequence Captain General 
Weyler warned Lucret that unless he ceased 
that mode of warfare the Government would 
retaliate by blowing up the home of his 
family near Santiago. The family being 
duly warned, immediately abandoned their 
home. 

Other ogee arriving by the Niagara 
report that the Spanish troops suffered a 
crushing defeat in the battle fought near 
Santiago on Tuesday, July 28 he hos- 
pitals and private houses at Santiago were 
reported filled with wounded panish 
troops. 


PAPER CURREN CY. 


Opposition to the Government Issue Is 
Withdrawn. 


HAVANA, Aug. 8.—The Havana Chamber 
of Commerce and the importers’ and retail- 


ers’ organizations have withdrawn their 
opposition to the Government’s proposed 
paper currency issue and formally .pledged 
the Captain General their support and co- 
operation to force public acceptance of the 
bills. The Government has commenced to 
pay the troops for April. 

The cigar manufacturers here continue 
their opposition to the exportation of leaf 
tobacco proceeding from Remedios and other 
districts not included in Gen. Weyler's de- 
cree. This tobacco has been bought up by 
American agents. Consul General Lee has 
entered an energetic protest against the 
delay of the Havana customs authorities 
in dispatching 1,000 bales belonging to Balti- 
more and New York houses and awaiting 
shipment since April. 


No More Bananas. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 8.—The car- 
o of 6,000 bunches of bananas arriving here 
‘from Bibara, on board the Norwegian 
| steamship Bratten, will be the last of the 
| kind that will be imported from Cuba until 
the war is at an end. Under present restric- 
tions imposed by orders of Capt. Gen. Wey- 
ler the importation of this fruit from Cuba 
is now found to be unprofitable. The Brat- 
ten’s capacity is over 10,000 bunches, 

although she was detained in Gibara nearly 
three weeks, she secured but half her cargo.

ARR THEY ELIGIBLE? 


Question as to Whether John A. Lee 
and Judge Evans Can 
Be Electors.

A question has been raised as to the 
eligibility of John A. Lee of St. Louis and 


Presidential Electors on the Democratic 
ticket. 

At the State Convention in Jefferson City 
Mr. Lee was nominated for Elector-at- 
Large and Judge Evans was chosen by the 
Fourteenth Congressional District. 

Mr. Lee is Police Commissioner of St. 
Louis, a State office, while Ju Evans 
Judge of the Twentieth Judicial Circuit. 

The point is made that both are ineli- 

ible to serve as electors under the new 

ederal law. Ic is contended that the law 
prohibits all Federal, State or county offic- 
* .— — serving as members of the Elector- 
4 oilege. 

In this connection it is recited that four 
yous ago N. D. Thurmond, then pr ut- 
ng attorney of Callaway County, was se- 
lected as Presidential elector for the 1 
Congressional District. He withdrew m 
the ticket later because the point was 
raised that he was an office-holder. 

Mr. Lee was not in his office Saturday. 
Opinions differ as to whether he is ineligib 
to serve as an elector merely beca he 
holds the office of Police Commissioner of 
the City of St. Louis. 

Senator Geo. T. Dunn of Lincoln and M. L. 
Clardy — En law applies to all persons’ 
holding office under nation, State or county. 

Senator James Orchard of Howell County 
says that Judge Evans looked up the law 
and ascertained that it did not apply to Cir- 
cult Judges. 

It was suggested that Mr. Lee might re- 
sign as Police Commissioner if the question 
has any legal ground, but in any event the 
State Committee is authorized to fill any va- 
cancies.

‘JUDGE HIRZEL’S PLAIN TALK. 


Advises That Mr. Voelker Prosecute 
Henson, Then Have Jannopoula’s 
License Taken From Him. 


Gomething more than a suit for damages 
ill probably result from the assault upon 
Commission Merchant O. Voelker at the 
Buburban Thursday evening. 

The park at Wells Station is outside of 
the city limits and the St. Louis authori- 
ties have no jurisdiction over offenses com- 
mitted there. N 

The county authorities, however, have 
had the conduct of Mr. Jannopoula’s em- 


ployes brought to their notice and it is prob- 
able that steps will be taken shortly to put 
a stop to assaults upon citizens there. 

It not the first time complaints have 
reached tha county authorities of outrages 
at Jannopoula’s resort. 

The complaints extend over a couple of 
years, according to Judge Hirzel of the 
Circuit Court at Clayton, 

The information that has reached the 
county authorities relative to the latest 
offense at Wells Station has been in a 
measure informal. To proceed against the 
proprietors of the resort, Judge Hirzel 
states, it will be necessary that formal com- 
plaint be filed. 

This will, no doubt, be done within a few 
days by Mr. Voelker. 

He stated Friday that he intended to in- 
stitute a civil suit for damages on account 
— tbe treatment he received Thursday 
n ; 

© a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
morning he announced his intention to con- 
sult an attorney also with a view to insti- 
tuting criminal proceedings against Henson 
and such others of the employes at the park

Since the publication in Friday's Post-Dis- 
atch of r. Voelker’s experience, he has 
eceived several letters from persons who 
witnessed the assault upon him. 

One of these letters was from Dr. G. P. 
Gehring. Dr. Gehring wrote that he was 
at the park with his wife Thursday night 
and witnessed the entire proceeding. e 
tried to go to Mr. Voelker’s assistance, but 
was driven back and threateed by the men 
In blue coats and brass buttons. 

Another letter was from B. F. Smith, of 
2800 Franklin avenue, When Smith wrote 
the letter he evidently had not recovered 
from the indignation that filled him when 
he saw Voelker clubbed and beaten, for he 
advised Mr. Voelker to go out to the Subur- 
ban and fill Henson full of holes, then have 
Smith placed on the jury to try him for 
the homicide. ° 

Both Dr. Gehring and Mr. Smith expressed 
their willingness to testify for Mr. Voelk- 
er in any proceedings he may institue. 

Dr. Gehring, in fact, visited both the 
First and Second District Police Courts 
Thursday morning hoping to find Henson 
and his colleagues there as defendants. 

Mir. Voelker stated that he would secure 
the services of Attorney Benjamin Schnur- 
macher. 

“I cannot tell how I shall proceed until 
my attorney has advised me,“ said Mr. 
Voelker, but I intend to see this thing 
rough.“ 

One method that was suggested by Judge 
Zirzel to prevent further assaults at the 

ark was that of securing the revocation 

y the County Court at Clayton of the li- 
cense under which the Suburban is operated. 

Judge Hirzel, when he heard of the latest 
demonstration on the part of the police, 

‘Was very indignant. 

“Tt is an outrage,“ he said. These 
things were ry frequent last summer. I 
have heard ofthis man Henson before. He 
was mixed up in an assault at that place a 

ear or two ago. I did not know, though, 
hat the practice of assaulting citizens was 
being continued this summer. 

The —— way to put a stop to it is 
for Mr. Voelker to come out here and get 
@ warrant trom the Prosecuting Attorney 
and have the offenders punished. 

J think that in addition to the se- 
cution the Prosecuting Attorney would 
write te the railroad company operating the 
resort, warning it of the conduct of the 
employes. 

“As I understand it, the resort is owned 
by the St. Louls & Suburban Railway Co., 
and Mr. Jannopoula manages it. I do not 
believe that if President Turner of the road 
were shown that the men employed at the 
place are in the habit of assaulting citi- 
gens he uld tolerate it a day.

When Sheriff Garrett of Clayton was 
atked by a Post-Dispatch reporter whether 
he would take any steps to remove the of- 
ficers of the law who assaulted Mr. Voelker 
he replied: 

“I have no control over that, as they are 
not my deputies. They are deputy con- 
stables, appointed and sworn in by the Con- 
stable of Central Township, and I have no 
control over them.“

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VENEZUELAN COMMISSION. 


Work’ of the Commissioners Has En- 
tered Upon a New Stage. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—During the past 
month the work of the Venezuelan Bound- 
ary Commission has entered upon a new 
stage. Heretofore the efforts of the comi 
missioners have been directed mainly to se- 
curing the evidence upon which the final 


report is to be based. The work from 
now on will ver 2 consist in exam- 
— and classifying the information al- 
ready obtained. he British Government, 
it is presumed, has put into its two volum- 
inous blue books all the information upon 
which it relies in support of its claim. he 
Venezuelan Government has done the same 
thing in its three volumes of transcripts 
from the Spanish archives. 

Independently of this, the commission has 
been searching on its own account. The 
Congressional library in Washington and 
many public and private libraries in various 

arts of the country have been ransacked 
or historical and cartographical informa- 
tion. The archives at The Hague have been 
gone through with a thoroughness that not 
even the zeal of Great Britain or the United 
States has heretofore attempted, and, ‘as a 
result, important documents which the 
world thought lost or destroyed have been 
unearthed. This work, although not yet 
terminated, is nearing completion. or 
some months past Sir Clements R. Mark- 
ham, President of the Roy! Geographical 
Society, has been in correspondence with the 
Secretary of the Commission and has fur- 
nished valuable information on the subject 
of the Schomburgk line, accompanying it by 
copies of maps on file in the Colonial office, 
some of which have never been published. 
While information is looked for from Rome. 
from The Hague and possibly from other 
places, the bulk of the evidence is in and 
the question now is to determine what it is 
which the evidence establishes. 
In order to solve this problem, a number 
of preliminary reports are being prepared. 
Among those may be mentioned special re- 
ports upon the geographical and physical 
characteristics of the region in dispute: 
reports upon the evidence presented by 
the 300 or more maps which have been pub- 
lished since the discovery of America; re- 
ports upon the facts of occupation gnd set- 
tlement, as given by historians, and Sep- 
arate reports upon the same facts as devel- 
oped by the documents from Dutch and 
Spanish archives; critiques upon the argu- 
ments of the British and Venezuelan. Goy- 
ernments, as these appear in the British 
blue books and in the Venezuelan brief. 
These reports are being prepared for the 
most part by the commissioners at their 
respective summer homes. 

President Brewer spent several days this 
week at the office of the commission in 
Washington. He was joined on Thursday 
by Mr. Mallet-Provost, the Secretary, and 
the two spent the day in consultation. 

President Brewer has gone on to his home 
in Vermont. The Secretary will remain for 
some days in Washington. 


TORRID CHICAGO. 


Saturday Morning the Hottest Expe- 
rienced in Years. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—This was the hottest 
morning Cnicago has experienced for years. 
At 9 o’clock the registration taken at the 
Weather Bureau was 89 deg., or but 7 degs. 
less than the maximum temperature of 
Wednesday, when the heat record for the 
year of 1896 was smashed to flinders. 

Up to noon but one death had been re- 

orted. It was that of Michael Glenn, a 
aborer. No less than a score of horses 
succumbed to the heat and at neariy 
every street corner prostrate bodies of 
horses overcome could be seen. It is said 
at the Health Department that the deaths 
from the heat to-day will break the record 
of the year.

The question is often asked: “How do 

the insurgents manage to forward their let- 


ters from the isiana, the ports of which are 
in the hands of the Spanish?“ In very 
many ways which the ingenuity of men and 
women can always contrive; but the safest 
and most expeditious messenger that the 
Cubans can choose is a prominent Joyalist.

THE CHIMNEYS DON’T SMOKE. 


Half the Inhabitants Load Up on 
Whisky to Banish the 
Day’s Dullness. 


For the first time since I left New York 
a day has come which I have found almost 
too sorrowful to endure, writes James L. 
Ford in the New York Journal; a day that 
has crept by on leaden, awful footsteps, 
while I have sat in a desolate hotel, won- 
dering what crime of an elder day had 
caused Providence to inflict upon a suffer- 
ing people the Culedonian “Sawbath.” 

Yesterday afternoon I saw indications of 


a oaching trouble in various signs and 
portents, whoee full significance I utterly 
failed to comprehend, so busy was I in the 
pleasures and duties of the moment, Strong 
gusts of wind swept up tite Clyde from the 
gray, misty sea beyond Arran Island, with 
sounds of moaning and lamentation that I 
distinctly recall now as I sit in the somber 
smoking room, deserted by all but me, and 
try to write my impressions of the day that 
is almost done. Down at Gourock and Hunt- 
er’s Quay, where the yachts lie tossing and 
straining at their cables, the waves came 
hurrying in to break in sheets of ey 
against the rocky shore, sobbing out tales o 
shipwreck and disaster, of ghostly sunken 
hulks, of the Lorelei, — — hair and 
son on their false, smilin ps. 

— public house w lied with men 
and women, who were devoting the whole 
of the afternoon and the best part of their 
week’s wages to the task of accumulating 
loads of whisky that would carry them 
pleasantly through the day that lay before 
them. In comparison with the crowd that 
scrambled and fell into the compartments 
of the train that bore me back to Glasgow, 
the last Saturday night boat load of Coney 
Island revelers loomed up in my memory 
as an august, dignified and sober minded 
body of citizens. Never in my life have I 
seen as many juvenile inebriates as I d 
yesterday, but never before have I seen 
people preparing for a Scotch “Sawbath. 
On arriving at the Glasgow hotel, which 
had been fairly populous when I left it in 
the morning, I found that the guests—well- 
seasoned revelers, most of them—were hur- 
rying away, bag and baggage, in search of 
more congenial climes. 

All these things passed ore — eyes, 
but made no impression on brain, The 
writing was on the wall, but I heeded it not. 

When I awoke this morning I found that 
a silence as thick and oppressive as that 
which makes confinement in a dark cell at 
Sing Sing a terror to evil doing convicts 
had settled upon the town. dressed and 
went down stairs, where I found myself 
alone with my apprehensions. 

Before long a servitor appeared, creeping 
along on tiptoe from the cavernous recess 
in which he had been lurking, and asked 
me in a whisper what I would like for 
breakfast. 

The prisoner awoke soon after daylight, 
and at 7 o'clock sat down to a breakfast 
served from the Warden’s table and consist- 
ing of ¢ried eggs, beefstake, toast, bo-led 
potatoes, and coffee, of which he partook 
heartily, listened at the same time to the 
admonitions of the Rev. Mr. Surplice, the 
prison 8 who had remained in the 
corridor all night so as to be within call at 
a moment’s notice, if wanted. 

Yes, I would have some eggs and some 
coffee and toast and a dab of the inevitable 
marmalade that pervades the breakfast ta- 
ble of the three kingdoms. After that the 
Sheriff, the death warrant, the grim pro- 
cession across the cold flags of the court- 
yard— 

In ten minutes, sir,“ said the servitor, 
in a ghostly undertone, as he departed for 
the outer regions. I stepped softly through 
the front door and looked up and down the 
street. Not a single creature was in sight. 
The bright morning sun shone upon a row 
of square, box-liké houses of dull, cold gray, 
stretching away as far as t eye could 
reach,:and reminding one of the pictures in 
old-fashioned drawing books designed to il- 
lustrate the theory of perspective. 

The trees were absolutely motionless; not 
a bird sang or even stirred in their 
branches, nor could I hear any distant 
chiming of bells or cheerful rumble of 
wheels. I went down the steps to the side- 
walk, and for the first time in my life since 
the hookey-playing and apple-stealing pe- 
riod of my career, I shuddered at the sound 
of my own footsteps. When I say that I 
could not see a single vigorous celumn of 
smoke rising from any of the chimneys that 
were within the range of my vision I am 
stating the simple truth. It is not lawful 
to keep warm or cook food in Glasgow on 
Sunday. 

After breakfast I sat down to read a 
Scotch comic paper I had purchased the day 
before from a newsdealer, who said that 
he sold a great many of them, but did not 
know whether it was a humorous publica- 
tion or not.. He had probably tried to read 
it himself. 

It was after 11 when I put asidethe Scotch 
comic paper, dried my tears and started 
out to see the town. The sepulcher in which 
I was stopping is situated near the center of 
the city and remote from any of the regular 
arteries of travel. I walked a few squares, 
and then encountered a tram car—a double- 
decked n at a snail's pace, not 
to the burying ground, as I supposed, but to 
a botanical garden which is actually kept 
open on Sunday as well as on week days. I 
was agreeable surprised to find the flowers 
in full bloom, and to learn that the Glasgow 
bailies allowed them enough moisture to 
keep pollen and samen together. 

A bailie is a man with short, red whis- 
kers, a snub nose and a rooted aversion to 
frivolity of any description. He busies 
himself with the enforcement of the laws, 
and pays particular attention to the city 
ordinance which forbids jokes, conundrums, 
quips or jests to go at large without collar 
or muzzle. 

After skulking about the Botanical Gar- 
dens for an hour and meeting a few people 
with sorrow stricken faces, f returned to 
the heart of the city, passing on my way 
two or three churches from whose interior 
jag the muffled roar of somber ortho- 

I went to the railway station to buy a 
railway ticket for London, but found it 
closed and sealed. A balliff who was abroad 
at that hour told me that it would be opened 
at 8 o’clock, so that the , might purge 
itself of godless foreigners who did not love 
the Glasgow “Sawbath.” 

After church hours a few birds appeared 
on the streets, but they did not dare sing. 
They simply hopped about and picked at 
things like theologians. 

Outside of Glasgow are cool, green woods 
in which the birds “es eve day in the 
week; the great river, the Clyde, ere the 
yachts lie at anchor and might steamers 
are built and launches; broad meadows, 
whem the turnips are raised for the orange 
marmalade factories; the cheerful solitudes 
that my soul hungered for, but I could not 
reach them because the trains do not run 
on Sunday, and there was not @ cab to be 
found anvwhere 

About nightfall a few of the inebriates 
awoke from their all-day slumbers and dis- 
pelled a little of the gloom by appearing on 
the public highway and holding conversa- 
tion th one ahother the broadest 
Scotch I ever listened to. Encoura 
this indication that I 
the worst of the 
hotel and 
sions of Glasxow.

In the summer of 1862 a certain Lieuten- 
ant Ellwood came with a mule team and 
three or four soldiers, recruiting for the 
army, inte the little country town of Port 
Will: in Clinton County, Ohio. A bright 
little fellow by the name of Gilbert Van 
Zandt, a native of the place, volunt d 
to drum for him at the “Soldiers’ Meeting, 
held in the old brick schoolhouse, and at 
its close the Lieutenant tossed him a fifty 
cent piece, the first money the boy had 
ever earned. The boy was taken over the 
country by Capt Hicks to drum for re- 
cruits, and, imagining that a soldier’s life 
was a continuous succession of such pleas- 
ant duties, he enlisted on August 6, 
with Co. D, Seventy-ninth Ohio Volunteer 
Infantry, as a drummer. At that time he 
was 10 years 7 months and 16 days old, the 
date of his birth being December 29, 1851. 
The enlistment of the little fellow was, 
after all, not such a crue] thing as might 
be supposed. Hig recruiting service had 
serv as an easy transition to army life. 
school teacher enlisted at the same 
time and was soon promoted to the Cap- 
tainey of the company. In addition with 
“Little Gib,” as he was called, marched 
away twenty young men ot the neighbor- 
hood, riends, his ideals of manhood 
whose departure, if he had been left behind 
in the little depopulated Ohio village, would 
have rende him more genuinely home- 
sick than he ever was among the familiar 
faces of the army. Then, too, he was 
a in the one task at which he was 
an ept—drumming. He drummed in the 
regimental band as well as in the field, 
and so became the pet and pride of the 
entire regiment. 

At Nashville, Tenn., the Colonel had a 
small sword made especially for him, and 
the entire regiment followed the gift with 
the present of a handsome drum and 
shield. Young as he was, there was no 
better or more faithful soldier in Sherman’s 
army. Indeed, it was his extreme youth 
that, added his natural disposition, 
tended to * him quiet and modest in de- 
meanor, and his love for his work rendered 
him attentive to his duties. His comrades 
looked out for him and saw that his will- 
ingness did not result in his injury. When, 
after the battle of Resaca, the duties of his 
position became too arduous on account of 
the heavy marches, he was detailed to act 
as dispatch carrier“ at Division Head- 
quarters, under Gen. Ward. In this capacity 
he served through all the battles of the 
famous March to the Sea.” At Milledge- 
ville, Ga., some of the soldiers captured a 
pony, which the General decided should be 
turned over to “Little Gib.“ Being thus 
mounted, he per Sh aged acted as one of 
the General’s orderlies, and prdved to be one 
of the most valuable aides at headquarters, 
As one of his comrades said: 

“By reason of being so young, he did not 
possess the discretion of older heads, con- 
sequently, in carrying a dispatch, he usu- 
ally took the most direct route, regardless 
of the danger.” 

At the muster out” in Washington, June, 
1865, Gilbert being at the time 13 years and 
6 months of age, he was as genuine a boy 
as when he had enlisted, three years be- 
fore. Just as no money in the world could 
have tempted him to part with Lieut. Ell- 
wood’s half dollar, so the ny which had 
been assigned to him by His General and 
was dearer to him than the coin or his 
sword and drum and shi@d, inasmuch as 
it had been more friend and companion 
than possession, ranked in his estimation 
above the honors that men generally es- 
teem of the greatest value. He knew as a 
good soldier that the pony, having been 
confiscated,-was Uncle Sam's property, and 
so, with a boy’s directness, went straight 
to headquarters to gain his heart's desire, 
its possession as his own. He called on 
President Johnson and requested permis- 
sion to take it home. The President asked 
him which he would prefer, to have the 
pony or receive a commission ag an officer. 
“Little Gib,“ child-like, replied: 

Please, sir, | want my pony.“ 

So the President gave orders that it should 
be his, and receive free transportation with 
him to his dome in Ohio, where it died in 
1872. The President also offered to send 
him to West Point. But this, in the troubles 
of his administration, the successor of Lin- 
coln forgot. If the father of Tad' had been 
in the place, it would have taken a deal of 
worriment to cause him to forget his prom- 
ise to a little boy. 

Mr. Van Zandt is now living in gery 
where he is engaged as the cashier of the 
Sherman House.

ENGLISH IDEAS OF AMERICA. 


Americans Are Rarely Seen by the 
Best Class of Englishmen. 


The comments of the English press on the 


Democratic convention have also shown 3 
knowledge of American politics that was 
woefully lacking a few years ago—or if not 
a knowledge, at least a desire for knowl- 
edge. Of course the amazing ignorance of 
English people concerning America cannot 
be wiped out at once. I was talking the 
other day with Mr. Justin McCarthy, says 
a writer in Harper’s Weekly, in one of the 
lobbies of the House of Commons, and he 
told me a tale which illustrated this as- 
tounding lack of correct information. 

An English politician, a member of the 

resent Government, and a man whose name 

known the whole world over, was ques- 
tioning him about Chicago. “Let me see, 
Mr. McCarthy,” said he, “Chicago is on the 
borders of a lake, isn’t it?” Tes.“ And 
—er—is it a pretty little lake?’ asked the 
English Cabinet Minister. The fact is, 
America, up till ante recently, was very 
little heard of in England. 

When there was a strike at Chicago, or a 
lynching party out in Texas, or Gen. Coxe 
was making a march, then the Englisa 
press would give some account of the event, 
and accompany it with a sneering editorial. 
But there was no regular correspondence 
worth the name, and it was rarely that any- 
thing American was considefed deserving 
of more than a meager paragraph. 

Besides that, Americans who visit Eng- 
land 8 become acquainted with Eglish 
people. hey put up at boarding-houses or 
the Embankment hotels; they drive all over 
London on omnibuses, and they visit the 
Tower and estminster Abbey and Strat- 
ford-on-Avon—precisely the places where 
Englishmen are not to be found. It is the 
rarest possible thing to find In the provinces 

Englishman who knows an American. 

Even now on the aver 
list of countries to be visit 
last. The idea of taking a holiday tour in 
America has never yet occurred to the Eng- 
lish people.

He is quite saucy as regards 
human beings, especially when the human 
beings appear to be amicably inclined, but 
he is a coward as regards other birds; so 
the wood birds will probably be able to take 
care of themselves, even if for a time their 
haunt has become a robin nursery. 

Meantime the garden in which the robin 
reaped his worm harvest has reason to 
regret the removal of the young robins. 
from the apple tree, and their probable 
partial abandonment of the diet of worms 
for one of rivening choke cherries and 
berries. The potato rows along which 
the old robin recently blithely hopped are 
ellowing sadly in places, and if the yel- 
owing hills are opened the presence of 
several ugly cut worms is revealed, which 
are steadily eating off the roots of the 
plant. These worms, though th lodge 
sometimes quite deep in the mellow earth, 
feed much nearer to the surface, and the 
robin evidently knows well how to get them 
to the surface. He is a benefactor to the 
place, and destroys every summer ten times 
the value of whatever tame fruit he takes, 
besides delivering to the human inhabi- 
tants large and valuable daily parcels of 
cheerfulness and fun.

THE AMERICAN HOTEL AND ITS 
SALOON ADJUNCT. 


HOME FOR’ PILFERING BAWDS. 


A Place Where Men Are Robbed and 
the Police Never Convict 
the Thieves. 


The downfall of young girls is perhaps 
the principal evil for which the proprietors 
of disreputable saloons will some day have 
to suffer, but there is a lesser one, more 
frequent and more notorious. 

This is the robbery of unsophisticated 
men by the harpies of the street. 

There is rarely a day passes when reports 
of this character are not made to the police 
of the Central District. The offenses are 
nearly all committed in the wine-rooms of 
dome of the down-town saloons or else in 
the assignation houses which are over 


them. 
Time and time again, day in and day out, 
men lose from $10 to $500. They complain 


to the police. Perhaps a woman is arrest- 
ed. No warrant is ever issued. It is use- 
less. No case can be made. The proper 
legal proof cannot be obtained. 

sually the offender is prosecuted in the 
police court on some general charge to 
which her life renders her amenable. There 
may or may not be a small fine imposed, 
but that is all. 

Only once in years has there been an im- 
moral woman sent to the penitentiary for 
robbing and then the circumstances were 
unusual. 

The down town street walkers make no 
attempt to conceal that their main source 
of income is robbery. They see how safe 
it is. They practice at it in their rooms. 
Newcomers are taught the trick of rifling 
3 pocket just as Fagin instructed Oliver 

t 


wist. 

It is a part of their profession. 

The first proposition a woman of the 
streets makes to a prospective victim is 
that he treat her. If he consents, she 
ateers him to a wine room where she is “all 
right.“ There are many such. “artenders 
in such places are not squeam.sh. Many 
of them have mistresses among this class 
of women. They put nothing in the way of 
the successful accomplishment of any plan 
the woman may have to inorease their ex- 
chequer. 

A skillful thief—and most of these women 
are skillful—does not need to drug a vic- 
tim. That's a dangerous plan. She merely 
becomes affectionate, and before he knows 
what has happened his roll ie gone. 

Watches are rerely taken. If found on a 
woman that may mean a conviction, but 
money tells no tales. Tt can rarely be 
identified.

Half the robberies which occur in such 
laces are never reported, the victims hav- 

a wholesome fear of publicity. 
ong all these notorious resorts where 
robbery is tacitly encouraged, the American 
Hotel, on the corner of Eleventh and Pine 
streets, is about the toughest. It is a regu- 
lar “Haven for Harpies’’—a ‘Robbers’ 

Roost.“ 

The money taken from the pockets of 
unsuspecting men in this resort would start 

A respectable business, if it could all be got 
together. It is the regular hangout for a 
dozen or mote women. You can see them 
any time after dark standing around the 
corner in front of it, peeping from its wine- 
room door, catching men by the arm as they 
pass the hotel entrance, in an effort to get 
them into their clutches. 

The saloon stands on the northeast corner 
of the street. It ig a three-story brick 
building, of rather a tasteful appearance. 
The wine-room is back of the bar on the 
Eleventh street side. The hotel entrance is 
on the Pine street side. 

It is run very much as all such places are, 
and gets its peculiar distinction only from 
the unusual cleverness of the women who 
consort there. 

Ever since it was bullt a dozen years ago 
me building has had an unsavory reputa- 


on. 
Cool Herbert was the first man to run a 
saloon there. It has changed hands many 
times since and is now run by two Italians 
whose names are so long and complicate 
that even the police don't know what they 


are. 
They are simply known by all the habitues 


of the place as Antoni and Gus. 
in other instances cited, the assigna- 
tion house is not run by the saloonkeepers. 
Its proprietor is Frank Phelan, a son of old 
Dr. Phelan, who was at one time a man of 
considerable prominence. . 
Frank and several of his brothers have the 
41 op ee of 1 pretty tough customers. 
his trick of dividing the 3 poy of 
the saloon and the immoral resort over it is 
a parently the result of an effort to evade 
e law. 
One of the ordinances which the authori- 
es think it best to re’ is that one forbid- 
ing the licensing of a house of assignation 
or prostitution. In other words, it is the 
first half of the O'Neill law. 
So the sportively Inclined individuals who 
prefer this method of making a livelihood 
et around the provision by one man getting 
e saloon license and letting the other fel- 
low run the assignation house. 
There is no more reason for the existence 
of such a place as the American Hotel than 
there is for a brothel having a saloon li- 


cense. 

When the law is applied to it, it comes 
within the same 1221 as the Well of 
Cronin, the Hotels Pearl and Phoenix of 
Mme. Pearl Dumont and the Arado-McCann 
saloon and assignation house at Thirteenth 
and St. Charles streets. 

It could be closed just as these other 

laces could be closed if the authorities saw 

t to move against it. Its safety lies only 
in their inaction. 

The latter part of the O'Neill law of 1881 
declares specifically that when any part of 
a building in which there is a saloon is 
used for purposes of assignation the li- 
cense of the n becomes void. 

Therefore the license of this resort, as of 
the others mentioned, is in reality void now. 

They continue to do business, however. 
Men are robbed, women seduced, all kinds 
of license and lechery permitted and noth- 
in is done to prevent it.

CHARGES NEGLECT. 


Attorney Napton Complains That 
Court Reporter Goldsmith Is Derelict. 


Jam just in receipt of Vol. 64 of the 
Reports of the St. Louis and Kansas City 
Courts of Appeal,“ said Mr. Charles M. 


Napton to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Mr. 
Ben Ell Guthrie reports the Kansas City 
cases and Mr. David Goldsmith reports 
the St. Louis cases. 

The statute sec. 3306 provides that the 
reporters ‘shall prepare a brief statement 
of the points made and authorities cited 
in the briefs filed’ by counsel. Vol. A con- 
tains 52 cases from the Kansas City Court 
of Appeals, and in every. one of them Mr. 
Guthrie has obeyed the law and abstract- 
ed the briefs of counsel on both sides. 

There are 75 cases from the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, and on examination I 
find that Mr. Goldsmith has complied with 
the law and abstracted the briefs of coun- 
gel on both Ades in only six cases. He 
has abstracted the briefs of counsel on one 
side of the case only in fourteen cases. 

In 55 cases he has wholly failed in his 
duty as required by law and has merely 
noted the names of counsel. In other words, 
his ‘reporting’ has consisted of the gigan- 
tic intellectual feat of writin out the 
names of counsel, and in several instances 
he did that wrong. 

owever, I do not wish to do dim any 
injustice, as in the case of State vs. Vo- 
gel. page 161, he notes the fact that no 
riefs were filed by either side.

He would go there and get the 10 yellow 
double eagles, which he had paid in some 
time before. 

It was warm going from his office to the 
bank, but Dr. Dinsbeer was warmer when 
he came back, although he waiked on the 
shady side of the street.

ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE. 


Gen. John M. Palmer, Chairman of the 
National Committee, to Push 
the Campaign. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 8.—The con- 
ference of sound-money Democrats closed 
its work last night, and adjourned. It chris. 
tened the new party the National Demo- 
cratic party, and calls the regular party 
the Populist-Democratic party. It called a 
national convention to meet at Indianapolis 
Sept. 2 and issued an address to the peo- 
ple. 

The committee met yesterday afternoon, 
thirty-five States being represented, 

A motion carried that a committee of five 


be appointed to select a time and place for 
holding a national convention. 

The Chairman appointed the committee 
as Pllows: James Outhwaite of Ohio, 
Charles cage, 2 of New York, J. H. Falkner 
of Alabam „ W. M. Cutcheon of Min- 
nesota and C. Krauthoff of Missouri. 

* — 2 — was chosen on first ballot, de- 
feating Minneapolis and Louisville. 

At the night session Gen. John M. Palmer 
appeared and was chosen for Chairman of 
the National Committee. 

John R. Wilson of Indiana was elected 
Secretary and John P. Frenzel of Indiana 
Treasurer. 

Hon. Joseph H. Outhwaite of Ohio, as 
Chairman of the Committee on a Call for 
the National Convention and Plan of Or- 
ganization, reported the following, which 
was repeatedly interrupted by applause in 
its reading and adopted unanimously: 


To the Democrats of the United States— 
A — party has always been defined 
to be an aggregation of voters to promote 
the success of political principles held in 
common. The Democratic 
whole history has been pledged to promote 
the liberty of the individual, the security of 
private rights and property and the su- 
premacy of the law. It has always insisted 
upon a safe and stable money for the peo- 
ple’s use. It has insisted upon the main- 
tenance of the financial honor of the na- 
tion, as well as upon the preservation in- 
violate of the institutions established by the 
Constitution. These, its principles, were 
abandoned by the supposed representatives

By resolution this executive committee 
was directed at the earliest practicable. day 
to issue an address to the Democracy of 
the country, setting forth its purpose and 
plans. 

Telegrams were read from Mayor Mat- 
thews of Boston, William 8. Forman, for- 
merly a member of the Illinois Democratic 
State Committee, and others, indorsing the 
third ticket movement, 

Chairman Palmer was authorized to go 
outside of the membership of the National 
Committee in selecting the nine members 
of the Executive Committee.
